2, Fayetteville, Tenn, 
This article taken from a 1923 and 1971 history of Church, 


The Church of Christ at Liberty started in the early 1920's 

by Virgil Haney and Frank Jones, but was interrupted when Ir, 
Haney in 1924 moved to Coalmont, Tennessee. The first meetings 
were in the old Liberty Methodist Church in the Summertime, 

but in Winter they used the Liberty School House.

The Church was revived again in 1930 by A.T. Stewart. Some of 
the earlier members to assemble were E,C, Locker, Mrs, Kiley 
Gray, Nir. and irs, A.T, Stewart and Ir. and Hrs. Boy Jones and 
they assembled in the Liberty School House. The old iiethodist 
Church of Liberty was torn down about 1928 and moved to Lincoln, 
The first Sunday School teachers at Liberty Church of Christ 

in Fall of 1930 were ir. Fred Jennings, hr, A.T. Stewart and 
Meg, Pearle Locker Jennings (who taught the small children-and 
whose little daughter Jo Ann Jennings was elected "Little Miss 
Fayetteville" in a beauty contest in Fayetteville and received 
a diamond ring as winner, which was sponsored by an organiza- 
tion in Fayetteville, Tennessee. ) : 

Six Elders have provided the leadership of the congregation 
since it's inception in 1930.. The late A.T, Stewart, u,X, 
Locker, and E,C, Locker were the first elders. 4 few years 
later, 8,L. Taylor was appointed. In 1938, WH, Gray and H,3, 
Corder were appointed and still serve as the Elders. During 
the late 1950's L.H, Williams and =,W. Brooks were appointed 
Deacons, and in 1966, F,H, Capley was appointed to that office. 
All three presently serve as Deacons. 


During the fall of 1930, a one-room frame building was con- 
structed, The building was erected with the aid of land | 
donated by 8.K, Locker, money donated by his daughter, irs. 
George Simmons, and labor provided by various people of the 
community. :

William Depriest, a Frenchman, married Alsie Annie Elliot and 
lived in Greenbrier County, Virginia, had four girls, Folly, 
Alsie, Annie and Jane, 


Levi loore married Eannah » Lived in Greenbrier, Virginia 
had ten sons and two daughters. Their son, David, was a Xevolut- 
ionary soldier, was a forage master. Going one day to Jimmie 
Elliott's he saw oretty black-eyed Jane Dépriest and could not 
dismiss her from his mind, When the war was over he said there 
were so many frauds he would not apply for a pension, but he 
went back. for pretty black-eyed Jane Depriest. They married, 
lived a while in Greenbrier then moved to what became Madison 
Kentucky, after the Kentucky line was made, Their property 
consisted of twelve fine mares and a baby girl, Annie, Their 
second child, William Depriest Hoore, was born in a fort. After- 
wards they built a log cabin, with dirt floor. The Indians took 
their horses. When tirs, Noore heard them take the last one, 
which they had tried to secure by hitching in the chimey 
corner, she told them if they would come to the door she would 
give.them bullet for bullet. While Tr. fioore was out at work 
irs. tioore spun flax with a gun across her lap and one near by, 
@ pot of boiling water on the fire to scald the Indians should 
they attempt to climb down her stick chimney. When she went 
to the spring she tied Annie to the bedpost, covered William in 
the bed. As she returned one day she smelled tobacco smoke and 
saw signs of chopping; knowing they were Indians she feared. her 
children were gone, but they were safe. She often cried as she 
related this to.her grandchildren, When the Indians had made 
a raid the men pursued while the women and children went to the 
fort. A lady one day asked iirs, Moore her little girl's name, 
On learning it was Annie, she cried and said she had an Annie 
somewhere, that she put her on her apron in the field while she 
helped her - husband work and when she got back to where she 
left the child she was gone,. and a dog was there instead; it 
never left them. The men went armed to Church, She knew of 
one girl who slipped away at night, hid in a hollow log in 
the day and made her escape. 


hr. tloore enlarged his house and had portholes in it. It be- 
came a public stand or stopping place for travelers and was 
burned only a few years ago. The home is still in possession 

of a descendant of the third son, Levi Noore. He married a _ 
hiss Heatherly, had five boys and one girl; was a stone mason 
and very successful. he was vain and one day after selling some 
of his work in Richmond he got a new suit of clothes, wore 

them home; the dogs didn't recognize him. and tore up his clothes. 
He gave each of his sons 31,000 as they became of age. One of 
them went to California and word came that he was dead. Some- 
time after when his comrade was about to die he acknowledged .to 
have murdered him for his money.

Ray. She was an expert with her needle as some of her embroid- 
ery stil] preserved testifies. 


David, the seventh, married Rebecca English, had three children, 
lived in l-issouri, was a river man, owned the Sultan on the 
liississippi River, it took fire. While assisting in rescuing 
his crew it went down, 3200 was offered for his body and when 
found that amount in gold was on his person. His home was in 
St. Louis, where some of his descendants still live. During 

the Civil ‘War his son, Austin, was in charge - of a line of 
steamers plying between St. Louis and New Orleans. On one of 
his trips his boat was boarded by Confederate officers at Memphis 
and perhaps the only import duties ever collected by the Con- 
federacy were exacted from the captain on his cargo.
